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A Badly-Needed Sewer Project 


¡Septic tank sewage facilities in suburban 
residential areas in Columbiana County no 
longer are capable of handling the sewage 
load, in many instances. Salem is no excep­ 
tion. 
Because of this problem, Columbiana Coun­ 
ty commissioners are attem pting to secure a 
federal loan to finance sewer lme extensions. 
TJjusi large residential sections like the dis­ 
trict north of Salem and the Calcutta and 
Glenmoor areas near E ast Liverpool would 
he able to connect onto system s operated by 
the municipalities. They would pay sewage 
charges, naturally. 
However, the initial task of planning and 
financing 
these sewer line 
extensions re­ 
quire an outlay of funds which the county 


does not have. Therefore, the commissioners 
are attem pting to get assistance through the 
Housing and Home Finance Corporation. As 
suggested at a recent conference with reg­ 
ional HHFC officials in Chicago, recom mend, 
ed plans and estim ates are being prepared. 
Raw sewage is seeping into open ditches 
in m any 
places in the 
county and 
home 
owners’ disapproval m atches that of health 
authorities, but at the present time not much 
can be done to relieve the situation. The com­ 
m issioners’ projected sewage program can, 
however. 
We hope that no unnecessary delay keeps 
the plans from m aterializing within a rea­ 
sonable time because most projects where 
federal monies are involved take longer. 


Best Way to Defend Local Control 


H arry D. Gideonse. the N etherlands - born 
president of Brooklyn College, has sprung 
one of the surprises that have been the trade, 
roark of his nimble mind. 
Speaking to the National Congress of P ar­ 
ents and Teachers in Philadelphia, he drew 
applause by mentioning the “cherished Ameri­ 
can idea of local control of education,” then 
drew a deep-drawn gasp by calling too much 
decentralization the “greatest weakness in 
onr educational system .” 
This is something that has needed saying. 
The conditioned reflex of the American mind 
is to rush blindly to the defense of local con­ 
trol of education whenever federal control is 
mentioned. It is a dangerous reflex. 
Not all local control is defensible. Some of 
it is scandalously bad. School system s are 
being run in the United States by boards 
composed of mem bers who not only do not 
understand education but in som e cases are 
opposed to education. The lack of enforce­ 
able over-all standards in some states has 
caused thousands of pupils to be at a dis­ 
advantage throughout 
their 
lives. 
Though 


states put laws into effect about compulsory 
attendance in school, only with great dif­ 
ficulty can they put regulations into effect to 
make school systems come up to compulsory 
standards. 


Mr. Gideonse scoffes at the notion that 
the black and white choice is between local 
control and collectiveism. It might be pointed 
out in this regard that at least some of the 
opposition to federal aid is based on fear 
of higher standards. Not all of it is based 
on fear of a federal bureaucracy, poisoning 
the educational well. Some is based on fear 
that the federal government might insist on 
having water in the well. 
There are two kinds of local control of 
school system s throughout the United States— 
good and bad. The bad kind cannot be de­ 
fended—not even by the claim that federal 
control might be worse. The best way to 
defend local control of education is to make 
sure that education under local control is 
doing w hat it is supposed to do; namely, 
provide the best education available for the 
greatest num ber of pupils. 


We Don't Know; We're Just Asking 


The m ayor of New York City went to 


Washington with other big-city m ayors last 


week to ask Congress for 100 million dollars 


to bail out urban transportation. 


New York City’s headache in this respect 


is especially agonizing. New York City is a 


wholly unnatural congestion of hum an beings 
cram m ed into a too sm all place and kept 
going by subsidies to conceal the grim fact 
of its uneconomic status. 
The city cannot live without m ass trans­ 
portation. But at the sam e tim e the users 
of the transportation cannot afford to pay 
what it costs; hence, the trip to Washington 
to see if the taxpayers of the United States 
would like to cover the deficit. 
Unfortunately, 
taxpayers 
wifll 
have 
no 
chance to refuse. The question will not be 
put to them but to committees of politicians 
subject to pressure by other politicians in­ 
terested in maintaining New York City’s con­ 
gestion—one of the cost.lie.st extravanganee* 
to be found in the world. 


On the sam e day the city’s m ayor was 
in Washington, a sam ple of the costliness oc­ 
curred when a fire under one car of one 
train held up 40 homebound railroad trains 
carrying 33,000. That morning, 22,000 com­ 
m uters on 26 trains had been late to work 
when electric power was shut off to remove 
a hum an body from a railroad track. 
That 
is the story of m ass transportation in New 
York City—a losing proposition to accom ­ 
plish the impossible for the sake of the 
illogical. 
It has been proposed that motorists be 
clipped for the wherewithal, by diverting tolls 
from the New Jersey Turnpike to cover the 
operating losses of railroads. Just about ev­ 
erything has 
been 
proposed, 
except 
that 
passengers should pay what it costs to move 
them into and out of the skyscraper rabbit 
w arrens of M anhattan Island. R ather than do 
anything that radical, the m ayor of New York 
would far rather have the taxpayers of the 
United States put up the money. 
Does that m ake sense? 


Threat of' Irritational' W ar

If the preparations already outlined for 
Congress by spokesmen for the D epartm ent 
of Defense were adequate for a “ rational 
w ar,” as Gen. White must have believed they 
were, preparations for “irrational” w ar would 
be anybody’s guess. 
That is precisely what they are likely to 
be if guessing begins.

There, exactly one year and one 
month before the

cam e down, the Mexican govern­ 
ment told Moscow to withdraw two 
U.S.S.R. Em bassy officials. They 
were personae non gratae because 
the Mexican secret police had dis­ 
covered them 
supplying 
money, 
manpower and propaganda litera­ 


ture to Mexican Communist labor 
leaders. 


THESE “ DIPLOMATS”—trained 
as espionage agents—were Nicolai 
Remisov and Nicolai Akesnov. They 
were second secretary and military 
attache of the 
Soviet 
Embassy 
there. On April 3, 1959, they board­ 
ed a Canadian Pacific Super DC6-B 
for Toronto and Moscow. 
There is the fullest documentary 
evidence in the 
Mexican 
police 
files that these men had violated 
all diplomatic conventions by sup­ 
plying money and propaganda to 
Mexican labor leaders as “ part of 
a m aster plan to place Mexico’s 
organized labor under Communist 
control.” 
This would have put a powerful 
economic force in Soviet 
hands 
right across the border—closer ev­ 
en than Cuba. 
Police charge that the Russian 
agents were in 
regular 
contact 
with Demetrio Vallejo. He is the 
gun-carrying Communist leader of 
the railroad workers union.
